On file 13lh fiud 2Gth daysof Jauua- 
many deaths occurred from the 
inlonsc cold, and the residents of .Mo- 
bile saw the tliei iiHiiiicli r sink to 
zero. 

A record of cold- sieges would l>o 
imporfoel witliont a mention of tho 
(orriblo sudden storm that swept 
over tlio country in 1803, wliich has 
gone into liistory as tho cold New 
Year's. A drayman wa« frozen, to 
di^atli in Cincinnati wliile driving 
along the street ; u man climbing a 
fence in MinncMota froze to death 
and toppled over into the snow, 
while the loss of human and animal 
lives in all parts of tlie country was 
iuimcuse.— Cleveland Herald.

all the diHii's lin ked when llif storm 
canimeiiced. Mr. Kd McFlwain my 
partner and Mess. Henry Chiles aud 
Virgil NuckoLs my clerks, were in tho 
building with me. When the roof 
eoinnieneed ;foing olf Mr. Chiles tried 
to unlock the front door but couldn l 
do it. Me then took his list and broke 
out \lie glass ami crawled out 
llirougli the window. Mr. Nuikols 
followed liiiii. I rail back and turn- 
ed the coiiibiiiatioii on my safe and 
followed them. AVe would have been 
crushed had wo stayed in a minute 
longer. Mv brother escaped out the 
back door.'' 

The scene was one of wildest ex- 
citement. Had the wind continued 
two minutes longer many other 
houses would have blown down, for 
some were beginning to eraek al- 
readv. (Nil. Sebree's grove siirrouiid- 
ing the town was ilr~lroyed. Im- 
nieiisc trees were blown iu every ron- 
eeivable siiape. The loss ran'l he es- 
limatctl yet. A negro cabin on the 
farm of Col. W. I'. UaniMl four miles 
northwest of this place was blown 
down, killing a negro woman and 
tlieee ehildron, agod fourteen, twelve 
and one years. Klevon nogroos were 
in the cabin al the time, and it is a 
wonder more were not killed. The 
bodies of llie negroes were not taken 
from the ruins till lale al niglil. 'I'lie 
gro viiig crop of com was siiiipped olf 
by the wind and llie balain c blown 
Hal on the ground. 'I'lie wheal was 
scattered over the whole country and 
fences *^liared the same late.' The 
largo timber haa been greatly dam- 
aged Can't give tho witith" of the 
track of tho storm yet.

In tho deportment of jails there is n 
deficiency. As ot present arranged tliey 
con present but moderate terrors to evil- 
doers. The really-iine {lenitentinry at 
Guadalajara is the only one in which 
modem ideas of penal discipline are fol- 
lowed. There is by law no death pen- 
alty. The number of the moat-nefarions 
criminals is kept down by semi-oflloia] 
lynohinga— as the shooting of certain 
kinds of offenders on capture — into 
which nobody ever inquires, and by 
tnmsportotion to Yucatan; but tliero 
still remain snffioient to make one look 
with oneasiness on the slightnebs of the 
means of restraint employed. The bolts 
and bara are only hittioea of wood mnoh 
more often than iron. At the great 
central prison ot Belen, where some 
2,000 persons are confined, it seemed to 
me that a very large portion of them 
were more comfortable thsn they could 
have been in their otvn squalid homes. 
They make a strange spectacle indeed as 
one looks down upon them iu large 
courts, of what again has once been on 
old convent, where, of all ages, and for 
se n tenoea ot all dnratians, they eat, 
sleep and work at variona light oconpa- 
tions together. No attempt is made to 
prevent their oommnnicatiag with one 
Buotlier. or fttoriug oliout. They have 
good air, light oud foo<i, luul arc paid a 
port of their earnings.

Early and lato tlie Ialx>rer8 must 
be at their jxist, and, lus higher pay to 
bo had hi tlio towns, all who can avoid it 
and prefer handicrafts. Another effect 
of tho deamesa and scarcity of manual 
kifaor ia the lelnotanoe of nrenoh oapi- 
taliats to inveat their spare capit) iu 
land. On the other hand, house property 
in towns is a favorite iavestmcnt, the 
volne in rising towns ncrcosing every 
year. Building ground a few yeira ago 
of small worth is now a little fortune to 
its owner, and almost everywhere baild> 
uig is actively going on.

On the, Oheaper Class of 
works, Li this movement, which ou a 
lesser soale wimbled tl)e Oom-law agi- 
tation, I tbbi'^' iMn&Wh'at i^spicuous 
port The " Miscellany of Useful ond 
Entertaining Tracts," issued by W. & U. 
Chambers, and which extended to 20- 
shilling volume8,.with a circulation of 
80,000 copies, was obsolutely choked to 
death by the tax. The anticipated prof- 
its on the wcark were literally notliing, 
for the whole had been absorbed by tho 
duties on paper. The Gkivemment, with 
no trouble or risk, having got all the 
profits on this popular little work, it wos 
given up. Cases of thia kind weie im- 
pressed upon the attention of the L^gis. 
lature. Mr. Milner Oilwon; member of 
Parliament, zealonsly helped the move- 
ment, which was at length successful. 
The repeal ot the paper duty took effect 
on Oct 1, 1881. Abeady, in 1868, the 
advertisement duty, 18d each, hod been 
removed; and in 1855 the newspopcr 
stamp waa abolished ; wherefore, with 
the abolition of the paper duty, 1861, 
the press in all it.s ih^partments was set 
thoroughly free from fiscal exaotiona.- 
Iii these tow facts young people wU 
learn how newapapers have been lo won- 
drooaly cheapened and extended in cir- 
culation.— TF.

mon method is to grind very coarsely 
the wheat several times, iudng atrong 
blasts of air between each grinding to 
separate the bran from the granulated 
interior portion, and at lost crush it to 
tlie floor, relieved of all the bran. The 
new electric method consists in passing 
the middlings under revolving hard-rub- 
ber cylinders, electrified by contact witli 
sheepskin. The particles of bran fly up 
to meet the rubber, from which they 
are tamed off in a aide channel, the pu- 
ritted middl|ng|,fNe4 frpm bran, paasing 
thnmah ndlanto beooma flue flow.
